 This is the third and final phase of renovation of the Livesey Skatepark.  Phase 1 was 
completed in December 2015 with a grant from CPC and approval at Town Meeting. 
That first funding was the start of the renovation which was built in the late 90s. Phase 2 
CPC funding was approved of at Town Meeting in 2020 and will be completed in Spring 
2023.   The second CPC funding was to remove all the asphalt and replace with concrete, 
as well as remove all the older ramps which were not renovated in Phase 1 and have 
fallen in disrepair.  
 
The final Phase 3 is a request to replace the previously removed concrete ramps with 
Custom built and designed pressure treated wooden ramps finished in weather resistant 
Skatelite. These will be on the South section which will be completely flat concrete 
when Phase 2 is finished.  We have requested information from two different skate 
ramp companies and have an estimate on the cost of this final phase of the park.  No 
additional concrete will be added, the prefab ramps will be placed and attached to the 
current skatepark footprint.  This final phase will make the park completely safe and add 
a much-needed facelift to the remaining ramps and structures that have fallen apart 
over the years since the first build. 
 
Even with the older ramps and asphalt, children, youth and adults use the skatepark.  It 
is busy in the afternoon and evenings during the school year and all summer long.  
Bikes, skateboards and scooters are used by all ages daily.  This is the only skatepark in 
Fairhaven and is very popular but needs to be completed and upgraded not only for 
safety reasons.  Since it opened in the late 90s Fairhaven has benefitted from this 
skatepark which serves a multigenerational community who ride together and learn 
from each other.
